Report of Library Trustees 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of the Town of Rye: 

A review of the work of the Library: during the past year 
shows distinct progress in two directions. First, as a basis 
for all future work the books have been completely classified 
and catalogued. Second, the library has been able to get 
in closer touch with the schools by supplying the books re- 
quired for literature study in the higher grades. 

The work of cataloguing has been done by the librarian her- 
self, and has been made possible by the use of a typewriter 
purchased from the emergency fund. A simplified list of 
books will be prepared during the coming year, copies of which 
will be available for home use. In May the library was visited 
by a recognized authority on library administration and equip- 
ment, who approved the method of cataloguing used by the 
librarian, and made many helpful suggestions as well as favor- 
able comments. 

By invitation of the Massachusetts Public Library Com- 
mission the librarian attended-a conference held in Boston 
in July, at which problems of the small library were discussed. 
Her expenses were paid from the emergency fund. 

The outside of the library was painted in the spring, and 
the floor has been shellacked. 

A glass cabinet containing an interesting collection of birds, 
eggs, nests, etc., the gift of Mr. David Rittenhouse Jaques, 
has been placed in the book room. Additional gifts to the 
Mary Tuck Rand fund from the Gitchee Gumee Camp Fire 
girls, from Mrs. Higgins, Miss Higgins, and Mrs. Kate Par- 
sons have brought the fund to $140.08. 

To accommodate valuable editions and collections of books’ 
a double unit glass enclosed bookcase has been ordered from 
the library bureau. | 

With the books nuienaeed this year | rea thi Jamba H, 
Locke fund and the Mary T,: Rand fund, -the library is better 
equipped than ever before to serve the town; and the library 
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board strongly urges those who do not use the library to avail 
themselves of its resources. The great demand by library 
patrons has been for fiction, and care has been used in meet- 
ing this demand with the best: books, while at the same-time 
increasing the number. of non-fiction books.’ The librarian 
and trustees will welcome suggestions as to desirable books 
that should be placed in the library. i 
The expenses of upkeep and administration have ahdoridll 
increased the past year, and the price of books in proportion; 
so that in order to carry on its work the library requires for 
the coming year the same appropriation as last year, namely 
one thousand dollars.

Report of the School Board 


To the Citizens of Rye: 


We all realize that the educational policy of our state has 
been notably broadened and strengthened in the passage of 
our new school law, and, as citizens of New Hampshire, we 
feel just pride in having put so forward looking a law on our 
statute books. 

Rye, having always kept its school buildings and equip- 

ment up-to-date, and in good repair, has not as much to do 
as the most of the rural school districts to bring its schools up 
to the standard prescribed in the new law. However, in the 
matters of lighting and ventilation, we must alter our build- 
ings to conform to requirements. 
_ We recommend that each year, one building be brought to 
standard in these respects, beginning this year with the West 
School, since this would probably be least expensive to re- 
model, a fact for serious consideration since we have two 
other large items of repair, which really should have been 
attended to last year, in the matter of wholly new shingling 
at the South, and the shingling of one side and painting at 
the West. 

During the months of November and December there are 
frequent afternoons when the children in the several schools 
are not able to see without, as we believe, more or less injury 
to their eyes. The light at the South School is particularly 
bad. We recommend electric lights. 

In this connection, it is thought by your committee that the 
Domestic Science room at the Wedgewood School, if properly 
lighted, would be an excellent place for small gatherings. 
It is furnished with tables and comfortable chairs, is heated 
in the winter season, and may become a source of profit as 
well as an accommodation to the townspeople. 

The report of the Superintendent deals, at length, with the 
teacher shortage, and the pressing need of increased salaries, 
for all teachers, so that anything we might say would only be 
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a repetition. We do urge you to realize that if Rye wishes to 
maintain her schools on a basis of increasing efficiency and 
usefulness, we must be prepared to pay for it; for books and 
supplies, for fuel, for repairs, and most of all for teachers’ 
salaries, we must be prepared to pay more than ever before. 
Everywhere the public has responded to the need of additional 
money for the schools generously. Rye will in this, as in every- 
thing else, do her duty, with an eye keen to the best possible 
future of her boys and girls. 
We recommend that money be raised as follows:

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Rye School Board: 


I herewith submit my second .annual report for your con- 
sideration. 
WORK OF THE YEAR 


Although the work last year was broken up very much dur- 
ing the fall term, due to the influenza epidemic, for several 
weeks, we were able to make up all weeks lost, and by the 
teachers concentrating their attention on the essentials, 
in each subject, practically all the required work, as out- 
lined in the state program, was covered in every grade in 
each school. Comparatively few failed of promotion at the 
end of the school year, in fact only fifteen out of the total 
number registered, or 168. The per cent. of attendance for all 
schools was a little more than for the previous year. The num- 
ber of tardinesses was much larger, showing an increasing lack 
of promptness on the part of many pupils. However, the East 
School was largely responsible for this increase in tardy cases. 
I would like to again call to the attention of all parents what 
I said in my report of last year relative to attendance and 
tardiness. Good regular attendance and punctuality on the 
part of all pupils is a fairly good barometer of the kind of 
work any school is doing. When pupils are in their places 
promptly, one may be reasonably sure their attitude toward 
the school is businesslike and the work of the school will be 
promptly and probably more efficiently done. The co-opera- 
tion of parents will do much to make this condition possible. 

Many of the activities started during the war were continued 
throughout the year with excellent results, particularly the 
sale of Thrift and War Savings Stamps and the School Home 
Gardening. We believe this work should be continued, as 
it has been used deliberately for the teaching of thrift, gener- 
osity, loyalty and patriotism, and thus will prove of perma- 
nent value all through the lives of every pupil who has been 
given encouragement in the same. 
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Since my last report I have attended three Teachers’ 
Institutes, and two conferences of superintendents, one at 
Plymouth for the week of August 18 last, and one for three 
days at Durham, the week of December 19, last. I have 
had three meetings for all teachers of my union, besides 
many personal conferences with all teachers. Since Septem- 
ber 1, last, I have made 84 visits to the Rye schools and 
attended five of your board meetings. : 

We lost four excellent teachers who were with us last year, 
in Miss Newton, Miss Boutwell, Miss Baker and Miss Clough, 
any one of whom it was a very difficult matter to replace, 
especially two of them, since we had very little time to replace 
Miss Newton and Miss Boutwell. However, our new teachers, 
2s well as those who have been longer in our service, are 
working faithfully, teaching and managing their schools suc- 
cessfully. 

TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


I wish to call your attention to the great shortage of teachers 
that is threatening not only the schools of New Hampshire 
but the schools of the whole country. General Streeter, 
Chairman of the State Board of Education, in an address 
to the superintendents at the conference in Durham in Decem- 
ber, pointed out this great danger to all. He said that there 
are already in New Hampshire, fifty schools closed for lack of 
teachers and that they expected there would be about eighty 
more schools closed after the Christmas vacation, because 
of the teacher shortage. Continuing, he said, ‘This condi- | 
tion seems not confined to any one section, but to prevail 
generally throughout the country. Nearly all the educational 
journals and magazines now coming to our office contain 
editorials and news items emphasizing that the danger from 
this cause threatens to impair and even destroy the efficiency 
of all public schools. The reason most generally assigned 
for these conditions’ is the inadequacy of salaries to hold 
teachers now in service or to attcact new ones to that service.”’ 

To illustrate the almost panicky utterances on this question 
he quoted from a few of the many statements being made. 
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“The Bulletin of the National Education Association for 
November, after commenting on the increase of salaries 
already made, continues: 

““The increases are not sufficient however, to remove the 
danger. Over 100,000 positions in the public schools to-day 
are vacant or filled by teachers who cannot pass the minimum 
tests for teachers’ certificates. Strong teachers are leaving 
the profession because of inadequate pay. Positions are 
being filled by immature and untrained teachers. It is esti- 
mated that the number of teachers below 21 years of age has, 
during the last year, increased by not less than 25 per cent. 

“An investigation made by this Association shows that the 
attendance at teacher training institutions has decreased over 
20 per cent since 1916. It is high time, not only for the 
teachers, but the public, to give serious consideration to the 
teacher problem.’ 

“On Dec. 6, Governor Runyon of New Jersey issued a 
general proclamation to the people of that state, in which he 
said, ‘Unless the people and members of School Boards are 
aroused to the great peril that is now threatening, the 600,000 
in our New Jersey schools to-day, and perhaps a whole genera- 
tion of other children, may be made the victims of a de- 
moralized and broken down educational system. 

“The crisis is rendered acute by the alarming scarcity of 
teachers and that scarcity is due to the low salaries paid. 
Already the teacher scarcity has caused the lowering of edu- 
cational standards and even the suspension of classes through- 
out the state. It has made necessary the hiring of teachers 
inadequately trained for the work. Serious as this situation 
is, it is only the beginning of what may become the gravest 
crisis the schools of New Jersey have ever faced. It is a crisis 
that is not limited to New Jersey alone, it looms as a menace 
to the whole country, to all the public schools in all the states. 

“New Jersey, therefore, faces the immediate prospect of 
closing schools or of drawing into the teaching profession a 
still larger number of those inadequately trained and with- 
out.any special preparation for the work. If our children 
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are to be taught by incompetent teachers, or are not to be 
taught at all, the end of American democracy, as we know it, 
is in sight.’ 

“There is now pending in the Ohio Legislature a resolution 
reciting the threatening conditions where hundreds and 
perhaps thousands of Ohio school classes will be without 
teachers and closes with the following: 

““Be it further Resolved; That the General Assembly 
request the governor of the state by proclamation to ask that 
all forces of the state join this educational crusade by addresses 
and by printed advertisements which will recruit the ablest 
young men and women of Ohio as teachers in our public 
schools.” ’ 

In the Boston Sunday Herald of Dec. 28, Dr. Thomas, 
State Superintendent of Public Schools for Maine, published 
a statement, to the effect that 80 schools were then closed 
because of the teacher shortage and that the number would 
shortly be greatly increased. Besides, he said, “If present 
emergencies are not met at the coming town meetings, there 
will be 500 schools closed next autumn at the best calculation, 
and many other schools will be opened by girls of no training 
and less than 20 years of age.’’ Furthermore he gave the 
following statistics: | 

“Out of 650,000 teachers in the United States, 143,000 
left the profession last year. In four years the graduates of 
normal schools in the United States decreased 30 per cent. 
One hundred thousand positions are without teachers. or 
filled with teachers below the standard, and yet we have never, 
in the history of America, realized as we do now the relation 
of education to free government. Nor have we realized before 
as now, what our schools mean to our country.” 

These foregoing statements from the widely separated 
states of Maine, New Jersey and Ohio, are only illustrative 
of country wide conditions. | 

General Streeter further informed us that from statistical 
experience we might expect in New Hampshire the with- 
drawal of between 400 and 450 teachers at the end of the 
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present year. Our two normal schools will graduate less than 
100, which is about the usual number. He said, ‘There is 
no certainty of filling the vacant places with a sufficient 
number of competent teachers. It seems absolutely essential, 
however, that our school boards and all other citizens inter- 
ested in our schools should realize that an emergency con- 
fronts us and prepare themselves to co-operate with the 
State Board in all sensible and practical ways to meet the 
emergency.” 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


What I said in my report of last year relative to school 
buildings is applicable this year, and so I will only call the 
attention of the board to that report. However, I urge the 
board to adopt a progressive policy looking toward the mak- 
ing of all our school rooms, which do not conform to modern 
requirements, to conform to such requirements. I recom- 
mend that the board take the proper measure to bring the 
matter of remodelling one of the rural schools, possibly the 
West School, so as to conform to the standard requirement 
of light, ventilation, etc., to receive the permanent approval 
of the State Board of Education, before the voters at the next 
district meeting. I believe the state board is not going to 
expect any towns to remodel all of their buildings in one year, 
but rather the adoption of such a progressive policy, as re- 
modelling one each year. Thus in a matter of five or ten 
years we shall have most of our school houses in New Hamp- 
shire model ones. | 

Mr. Ernest P. Bilbruck continues to give very efficient ser- 
vice as our music supervisor, and all teachers report that the 
interest in music is increasing in most all pupils. For further 
information relative to the work in music, I refer you to Mr. 
Bilbruck’s report, which is appended and made a part of this 
report. At this time, I wish to state how much I, Mr. Bil- 
bruck, teachers, and all pupils of the Junior High appreciate 
the interest and hard work the members of the Parent-Teach- 
ers’ Association did, in helping them to procure the excellent 
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piano for that school. It was a most worthy object for that 
association to work for. 

I have collected some school statistics for 1918-19 as a part 
of this report, which is appended. 

One thing which I wish to suggest to the board is to give 
careful consideration to the advisability of the district em- 
ploying a Red Cross nurse as a school or district nurse. We 
have such a nurse in Hampton this year, who is employed 
jointly by the local Red Cross Chapter and the School Board 
as the school and community nurse. In Rye we have medical 
inspection, which is very important; however, the “follow-up 
work” that the district nurse does in the homes of the com- 
munity is fully, if not more important, than merely medical 
inspection. If Rye cannot have a nurse of its own, I feel 
quite certain that the North Hampton board would be pleased 
to consider the employment of such a nurse jointly and possi- 
bly one or more other tonws might wish to enter into the com- 
bination. : 

I must make a plea for the boys and girls of our community. 
We have an excellent playground now at each of our schools, 
but there is practically no playground apparatus. Our chil- 
dren do not know how to play, because we are sadly lacking 
in playground facilities, yet there is plenty of room to install 
swings, a teeter board, a giant stride and like apparatus for 
little people. We have no baseball or basketball team, noth- 
ing to keep our children off the street. The play activities 
of children, under normal and healthful conditions, are just 
as essential for all-round development as the regular school 
subjects. Organizations such as the Boy Scouts and the 
Camp Fire Girls would do much to counteract the vulgarity 
of the street. Possibly this suggestion is such as to interest 
the activities of our Parent-Teacher Association. 

I wish very much to attend the Columbia Teachers’ College 
for about six weeks next summer, in order to take two or 
three courses pertaining to scho»! supervision and adminis- 
tration, and have already obtained the permission of the 
State Board of Education to do so. I trust all the boards of 
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my union will as readily grant me this privilege since such 
courses should increase my efficiency as your superintendent. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation of your coun- 
sel and cordial support, and of the co-operation of the parents 
and teachers in making the school work a success.
